In drawing up this my Fifth Annual Report 
on the Sanitary Condition’ of the Colony, t 
regret that it must exhibit in several important 
respects an increased rate of mortality and an 
apparently less healthy condition of the po- 
pulation. On looking more carelully however; 
at details it willbe seen that tligre are ex- 


. planations ‘sufficiently well founded to remove 


to come extent this first impression. But even 
ifthis modified position were untenable it must 
not be forgotten that the year 1863 was one 
of exaoplional severity, and I believe that the 
majority of old residents in China felt, in com- 
men with myself, degree of  oppressiveness 
iasthe sumnier atmosphere quite. unusual and 
altogether disproportionate to the admittedly 
high range of the. thermometer. In spite of 
this it will be seen. that the ratio of mortality 
among Foreiga Residents was not quite so 
high as in 1562—nor as in 1850—the ‘Table 
(No. IX.). shewing the manner in which au 
unhealthy year is generally followed by one 
remarkable ‘for its salubrity. 

Hongkong from its peculiar position in. re- 
lation to the mainland of China and the other 
ports of the Enst’must atall times be liable 
to epidemic disenses, und notwithstanding the 
energetic efforts of the health afficer, cases of 
infectious disease are undoubtadly imported. 

The past year hax nevertheless exhibited a 
remarkable exemption from that fearful 
scourge--Small-pox; onky three cases having 
heen adruitted into the Civil Hospital against 
29 cases in 1862. : : 

Cholera proved a much more futal malady. 
and ‘its invasion must be traced, to a great 
extent, to the unsatisfactory statis-tical re- 
turns hereto appended. From July to’ Octo: 
ber cases continned to occur, but the greatest 
number of persons were attacked during the 
heat of August, whonthe. atmosphere conveyed 
the sensation of being saturated. with miasm. 

14 cases were admited into the Civil Hos. 
pital, of which 10 died; 8 into the Seaman’s 
‘Hospital, af which 6 died ; and 1 into the Gaol 
‘Hospital, which proved fatal; besides a few 
Town, which were. not admitted into any 
Hospital, and of which I possess no official re- 
cord. It was however at Stone Cutters’ Is- 
land, where the men being in an unusual con- 
dition: and more prone to:bé attacked by 
epidemics, that it shewed its greatest virulence; 
for there out of 27 seizures there wero 20 
deaths. Thus out of 50 recorded cases there 
ocourred 37 deaths or 74 per cent—a very 
high rate, shewing the severe character of the 
epidemic ; for in. this disease it is customary to 
consider 0 per cent a fiir average amortality ; 
nine“tenths ofall attacked dying atthe com- 
mencement of sin epidemic and very few to- 
wards its termination. 

Dysentery and Diarrhcea have been, as 
might well have been expected, considering 
the choleraic infection, much more prévalent 
aé well as more intractable and fatal ‘than’ in 
former years, in both Hospitals the number 
of admissions: been doubled, and the rate of 

' mortality. much increased beyond the average. 

Some few cases of fever shewed themselves | 
of a moore dangerous type than has been mét 
with for some years past; Onein particular 
approached very closély in several important 
symptoms to yellow fever. aed 

together tho past year has been rewark- 
» able-tor its depressing effect on the Huropean 
constitution. Tt has not been rare that pa- 
tients'‘recovering from one disease have been 
attacked -by another. which pioved fatal. 
And where to, such second infection has fol- 
lowed the convalescence from the first disease, 
relapses havé. been frequent and ultimate re- | 
covery and festoration to perfect health the 
exception. : 

Leprosy comparatively unseenin the Co- 
Tony hitherto, has become common during the 
past year. ‘The subjects of this loathsome and 
contagions diséase have all cotne' here in their 
infectéd' condition, and: the Police have most 
properly transported them several times even 
as far ‘aa Canton, but the same individuals 
return egain aud again. Having in view the 
health. of the Town it will be necessary: to 
devise some means of putting a stop to their 
visits, which ut: pregent are encouraged by 
the liberality of several charitable people. 

Tt only ‘remaive for me, prior to recording 
the various ‘institutions which come officially 
under my cognizande, to refér to the: Com: 
aittes for Sanitary purposes, the appointment 
of which wai méntioned in. my’ last report 
‘This, Committee has terminated its labors, 
and already one of the ‘good results. emanat- 
ing froin its appointnent by the Government, 
may. be seen in ‘the trapping of the openings 
of several of the drains throaghout the Town. 

THE POLICE. 

This body continues. to be distnguished for 
its extreme healthiness even more markedly 
than in previous years. This is shewn.in the 
following tables.: 

Table I. shews the adimissions into and dea- 
the in the Hospital of Members of the Police 
Foree during-every month of 1863 

Table TL shews the rate percent of Sickness 
and Mortality. of the. Force during the same 
year.” . 

‘With an average ‘strength 25 per vent over 
that of 1862, the deaths in 1863 have only 
exceaded those of the former year by one; and 
the rate df sickness has little: mora than rea- 
ched half of the percentaye of 1862. 

‘The men have for the most’ part become 
quite reconciled to the monthly examination 
for the détection of Venereal disease ; and the 
good effects resulting from the system con- 
tinne fo be as ‘marked ‘as formerly recorded, 
in the smaller-number of affected men and the 
greater facility of treating the cases of disease 
‘metwith. -Iam glad to be able to record that 
there bas‘been a great improvement ‘in the 
nurober of impostors feigning disease to avoid 
disagreable duty or punishment for ita neglect. 
The number admitted uuder this head amoun- 
ting only to 25 in 1863 inst, 59 in 1862. 

“The force is' Well clothed and. well housed, 
and as might -be expected under such circunt- 
atances is not peculiarly liable to any special 
class of disease. 

Table XIL, kindly furnished to.me by. Dr, 
Home, the Principal Military Medical Officer, 
gives a comparative return of the health of the

IL THE GOVERNMENT CIVIL 

HOSPITAL. ‘ 
Tables IIT. and VI, give the classification 
and result of treatment of the various patients 
admitted into this Hospital, with the percent 
age of Mortality during ‘the lest five yours. 
Table IV;, kindly sent mo by the Resident 
Surgeon Dr. Adums, yives similar inforniation 
in regard to thy Seamen’s Hospital, It will 
be noticed that the death ratio in this eatablish- 
ment exhibits an improvement upon that of 
the preceding “year, Wut’ ady. fuir. rate ‘cannot 
de looked for until. bath. ‘the building. and 
appliances for treatment are placed: upon a 
very different footing then they are atpresént, 
in compairng the retura of this Hospital with 
that of “thd Government Civil Hospital Nt 
zaust not be forgotten that the patients in the 


former neither comprise destitutes or «chemera, 
which, as will be see by the tables, forma 
considerable item inthe nuimber admitted iste 
the latter institution. Bo . 

Tn the Civil Hospital tharesilt of treatment 
has not been seen go sutcessful ‘as T should have 
desired. Indeed judging’ by -statistics only. 
the rate of Mortality has’ greatly exceeded 
that of any year sincé 1858. This excess is ho- 
wever much more. apparent that real, fora 
glance at, the Tables will show that the great 
increase may. tbe fairly attributed ina large 
measure to Cholers.. to which I have already 
referred and to starvation: two accidental 
sources of mortality. Of the former there were. 
no less than ten fatal cases; to which may be 
added six cases of Diaraoea, fatal xt the 
time of the outbreak of Cholera ; of the latter 
there were thirteen deaths, making a tatal of 
twenty-nine, which if deducted from the 
number recurded, reduces the rate of mortality 
to a not unasnal average. In proof of the cor 
redtness of this view it will be-seen that the 
increase. has been principally among the Chi- 
nese; the death ratio of. Enropenns scarcely 
exceeding that of 1861, and the ratio of cu- 
lored persons being less than 1862. 

Ibis a subject for seviows consideration thut 
thirteen persons should have died in Hospital 
from the. effects of starvation, besides sixteen 
whose bodies were picked -up by the Police 
and brought to the Hospital for examination ; 
29 deaths from this cause therefore of which 
Tam cognizant, and two’ of the number were 
Europeaus. With reference to the Chinese 
it is extremely| difficult. to sngrest an advisa- 
ble wneans of preventing ‘or diminishing’ the 
freqnency of al spectacle so harrowing, as- any 


éfficienit relief Ps to the starving mendic- 


ants would af once wake this. Colony. the 
almshouse of the South of China. No similar 
argument applies in the case of Europeans, 
and I ain certain that such an g¢ourretice re- 
quires unly to be pointed out te be prevented 
for the future.” . : 

: IL. THE GAOL. 

Table V. shews the rate of Sickness and 
Mortality in this establishment: 

Tt will.be noted +hat the death rate was less 
than one-half of that. of the previous year. The 
total number of fatal cases only, amounted to 
12, and none of those were the vesult of. in~ 
catceration. Most providentially, when: Cho- 
lera was cotzmitting such ravages at Stone 
Cutters’. Island, and striking its victims in 
our crowded streets and among the taverns in 
Quéen’s Road, oaly # single case occurred 
in Victoria Gaol. “An exemption more re- 
markable fro the fact that in 1362 Cholera 
occurred there in a most mulignaut form and 
was almost, entively confined within the im- 
its at the Chinese prison. . 

Since my last Report the whole of . the 
Chinese prisoners have been transferred to the 
new buildings, and the.establishment. is now 
clean, wholesome and well -ventilated,in: every 


women have beew segregated from the Tooali- 
ties in which they could convey. infection and 
thas during a total of 83,877 days; or in oth 
words, supposing that every infectios woman: 
would only convey the disease to one man 
during each day she was diseasdd, we have at 
least, 58,977 cases of digoase prevented, or at 
allevents 53,977 upportunities of conveying 
disease -haye been prevented.

Thus 
dednoting 26 from.41 we have only 15 deaths 
to account for... By this deduction the death 
ratio is at once reduced within ordinary. litnite.
